Winter wheat farmers to be 
allowed grazing on set-aside 

U.S. Agriculture Secretary Bob Bergland said winter 
wheat farmers will be permitted to graze 1978 crop wheat 
set-aside under the previously announced 20% wheat set- 
aside program. 

Bergland told the Farmland Industries annual meeting In 
Kansas City, Mo., that state Agriculture Stabilization and 
Conservation Service [ASCS] committees will set the date 
during which grazing will be allowed. He added that 
farmers in northern portions of the U.S. wheat belt will be 
allowed to graze aet-HBide land In the fall. 

Previously, USDA had said formers must comply with the 
1978 crop set-aside on a calendar year basis which would 
have prevented winter wheat farmers from grazing land 
designated as set-aside past Jan. 1, 1978. The new regula¬ 
tion follows much criticism from farmers in that area and 
modifies the earlier regulation.

Stockmen who gathered 
in Colorado Springs, Colo., 
last week agreed on one 
thing: They should agree. It 
was what they should agree 
on that made sessions of the 
Colorado Cattlemen's Assn, 
twenty-seventh mid-winter 
convention lively if leas 
agreeable. 

While some stockmen 
hailed U.S. Ag Secretary 
Bob Bergiand’s decision to 
allow winter wheat grazing 
on set-aside, others argued 
from the convention floor it 
WB9 a subsidy to wheat-area 
stockmen. They also 
pointed out it threatened to 
increase cattle numbers and 
eventually hurt livestock 
prices. 

Some argued for 100% of 
parity. But others said they 
feared it would result In too 
much government Interfer¬ 
ence. 

Many suggested a beef 
referendum to provide the 
money for research and 
marketing waB the answer. 
Others said they feared 


government administration 
of tho program. 

Still others said they 
believed co-op marketing 
was the answer. 

Finally, a panel of the 
state's major farm groups 
agreed that the structures 
for marketing success was 
available in many of their 
organizations but someone 
had to decide which one is 
beat then do something 


about it. They all admitted, 
however, that '‘philos¬ 
ophy*' kept them apart. 

Another alternative was 
also discussed: Strike! 

Charles Dodge, a cattle¬ 
man from southeast Colo¬ 
rado and an advocate of the 
American Agriculture 
movement argued for strike 
support. He suggested in 
floor discusaion that one of 
the goals of the movement is 


to gain control of imports 
and exports in order to 
improve the marketing 
situation. 

The convention told the 
American Agriculture 
group they expressed sym¬ 
pathy with their efforts but 
concluded it was up to each 
individual member to make 
a decision for or against the 
scheduled Dec. 14 strike.

Kansans oppose counter-cyclical import formula 


Kansas Livestock Assn. 
(KLA) members voted over¬ 
whelmingly in favor of 20 
new resolutions at their 65th 
annual convention in Wich¬ 
ita. . 

The resolutions included: 

• .Opposed adoption of a 
counter-cyclical formula at 
this time, indicating their 
position on the Meat Import 
Act of 1984. They urged 
strict adherence to the 
intent and provision of the 
Meat Import Act of 1964, 
including the prohibition of 
Imported meat entering the , 


U.S. in circumvention of the 
action of the imposition of 
the quota system when 
necessary. 

KLA members felt a 
change to Die counter-cyc¬ 
lical formula now would 
permit an increase in 
imports as domestic produc¬ 
tion declined, and it would 
benefit importers rather 
than domestic cattle pro¬ 
ducers. 

• Adopted an amend¬ 
ment on drugs and feed 
additives strongly urging 
the Food and Drug 


Administration to base their 
decision on conclusive 
scientific proof, not theor¬ 
etical assumptions. They 
also asked the FDA take 
expedient action to approve 
or reject animal drug, feed 
additives and feed tech- 1 
niques when proper appli¬ 
cation and research has 
been submitted. 

• Resolved that they sup¬ 
port state ownership and 
control of water and 
opposed federal attempts to 
control or regulate the use. 
of water within the states.

Farm prices, food 
costs don’t relate 

Assistant Agriculture 
Secretary Carol Foreman 
told the audience of USDA’s 
Outlook Conference in 
Washington that farm 
prices "bear little relation¬ 
ship" to the cost of food. 

Foreman said marketing 
costs comprise 60% of the 
food bill and are responsible 
for most of the food-price 
inflation of the 1970s. To 
counteract rising food 
marketing costs, she recom¬ 
mended the government 
examine possible sources of 
inflated marketing costs — 
citing "inadequate compe¬ 
tition, excessive advertising 
and excessive packaging."

rules for the 1978 sot-aside 
program issued in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., after U.S. 
Agriculture Secretary Bob 
Bergland announced graz¬ 
ing would be allowed on 
wheat set-aside land, USDA 
said state Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conserva¬ 
tion Service (ASCS) com¬ 
mittees will establish a 
continuous six-month non¬ 
grazing period between 
Feb. 28 and Nov. 1, which 
may vary by counties within 
a state. For areas that graze 
barley and wheat, the final 
date for apring grazing will 
be the latest date that 
acreage for harvest is 
normally grazed. Previ¬ 
ously, USDA said it would 
not allow grazing on wheat 
set-aside acreage after Jan. 
1. 

USDA also announced 
the crops to be included in 
the normal' crop acreage 
which must be reduced by 
the amount of set-aside, 
that is, 20% for wheat and 


10% for corn, barley and 
sorghum. The norma] crop 
acreage will include barley, 
field com, sorghum, rice, 
wheat, upland cotton, oats, 
rye, soybeans, flax, dry 
edible beans, sunflowers, 
sugar beets and sugar cane. 

Although USDA has 
announced that a fanner 
must comply with the 
set-aside In order to be 
eligible for price support on 
any crops he grows, USDA 
amended this cross-com¬ 
pliance provision to provide 
that price support on sugar 
beets and cane will not 


depond on compliance with 
the set-aside normal crop 
acreage requirements, 
USDA 9aid state ASCS 
committees have recom¬ 
mended additional crops for 
inclusion in the normal crop 
acreage for their states. 
Those approved include: 
Arizona — potatoes and 
safflower; Idaho — peas 
and lentils; Illinois — 
popcorn and sweet corn; 
Indiana — popcorn; Iowa — 
popcorn; Kansas — pop¬ 
corn; Kentucky — popcorn; 
Maine — potatoes; Mary¬ 
land — sweet corn; 


Michigan — potatoes and 
sweet corn; Minnesota — 
potatoes, sweet corn and 
millet; Nevada — potatoes;

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CATTLE PRICES COULD SHOW a little strength during 
the last quarter of this year, will probably hold their own in 
the first quarter nf 197$, end should demonstrate solid 
gains by the second quarter, says Dr. Ed Uvacek, livestock 
marketing specialist with the Texas Agricultural Extension 
Service. 

The number of fed cattle moving to market during the last 
quarter of 1977 is estimated at 5,6-6.8 million head. This 
will represent the lowest fed cattle marketing level of the 
year, even with some Urge placements in the July period.

soid fed cattle prices are 
related directly to prices 
paid for boneless beef, a 
market that has been 
'depressed' recently. 

"The only time it's really 
going to work to every¬ 
body's benefit is when the 
need for this additional 
source of product becomes 
inevitable," he said. 
"That's going to raise the 
prices for boneless beef and 
permit us to pay more 
money and still be competi¬ 
tive with fed cattle." 

Root said McDonald’s 
largest supplier of meat, 
which is headquartered in 
Philadelphia, has joined a 
feed firm this year to' 
finance feeding trials on 
260,000 head of feedlot 
cattle to determine if their 
carcass quality is suitable 
for use bb hamburger. 
Previous tests done in past 
years on 10,000 and 60,000 
head have had promising 
results, he Bald. 

"We know now that we 
can, through the proper 
feeding program, raise the 
kind of beef and do it on a 
basis of being competitive 
with the boneless cow 
market through the selling 
off of your middle cut for 
steak operations," Root 
said. ‘ ‘We know that we can 
compete In the boneless 
market through feedlot 
cattle.” 

Hamburger sales in 
restaurants and grocery 
stores currently make up 
46-66% of domestic meat 
consumption. Root said. By 
1982, he said, McDonald’s 
will need 800 million pounds 
of beef a year in its 
American stores, equal to 
20,000-25,000 head of cattle 
a Week. ' ■ •' • 

"If that (figure) goes up 
to 66%, the demand on the 
boneless beef out of cows is 
going to be tremendous,” 
he said. ”We feel that we 
want to look toward the 
feedlot operations and that 
type of thing {rather than) 
going to the Imported 
market, I don’t thlnk.there’s 
any beef in the world as 
. good as you people 
produce.” 

Demand for beef also 
probably will be enhanced 
by increased purchases by 
the Soviet Union and Japan, 
as well as other Far Eastern 
countries, Root said. 

Projections show that the 
number of meals Americans 
eat away from home ”ia 
going to rise tremendously 
over the next few years,” he 
eaid. 


Root said. "We have a 
generation out there that 
doesn't really know how to 
cook.. /and people just don’t 
havo time to cook any¬ 
more.”
